Oacar Henry Cooper, "the grand 
old man of Texas educatio..," -au- 
thor of the bill creating the Uni- 
versity >f Texas, w~ -enerally 
credited with exercising a domi- 
nant influence in Texas education- 
al circles over a half century spent 
as a teacher. He lived to see his 
pupils sit -vith the mighty of the 
nation and the state. 


Destined for law, Dr. Cooper 


entered 
the teaching 
profession 
as a means 
of -raising 
money 
quickly in 1887. 
At that time he 
was a student at Yale, the death 
of his father in that year calling 
him to Teaxs and interrupting his 
studies at that 
institution, 
to 


which he returned for his bache-l 
lor of arts degree in 1872.

It was shortly after his gradua-; 
tlon from Yale that he received 
a "call" to devote his life to edu- 
cation, which resulted, among oth- 
er achievements, in the founding 
of the University of Texas and the

statistics for the first five 
months of this year indicate 
a drop of 12 per cent in 
the 
tuberculosis mortality 


compared with the records 
for the like period of 1931. 
In each month the number 
of deaths w&s much lower 
than in the corresponding 
months of the previous year. 
The death rate from this 
disease has declined with 
unusual rapidity since 1929. 


Attempts 
to 
reconcile 


these statistics with suppos- 
ed deleterious effects of 
lessened'income are,not sat- 
isfactory. It is probable that 
in realit^ no considerable 
proportion of the population 
has suffered want to the 
point of malnutrition. It also 
is well known that the pe- 
riod represented by the sta- 
tistics was marked by in- 
telligent! control measures 
tending 
to 
prevent 
the 


spread of disease in general, 
and by improved methods of 
combatting tuberculosis in 
particular. So that in spite 
of the fact that no specific 
medicine has been discover- 
ed to cure tuberculosis, in- 
creased knowledge concern- 
ing nursing, sanitation and 
hygiene, together with bet- 
ter methods and means for 
insuring a safe food supply, 
have provided the conditions 
contributing to this note- 
worthy public health vic- 
tory.

STERLING ISSUES 


LEGISLATIVE CALL 


FOR AUGUST 30TH 


FOUR SUBJECTS'SUBMITTED 


IN CALL, TAX RELIEF 
BEING MAIN MATTER 


AUSTIN, Aug. 19.—VF)— 


Governor K. S. Sterling has 
summoned the Texas legis- 
lature to meet in extraordi- 
nary session Tuesday, Aug. 
30, at 10 a. m. to consider 
tax relief 
legislation and 


other matters. 


Reserving the right to submit 
other subjects "of public ipipera- 
tive Importance" 
from 
time 
to 
time, the governor In his procla- 
mation 
specifically 
mentioned 
three subjects of proposed "re- 
lief." 


The first was legislation to en- 
able the state to assume payment 
of Interest and principal on coun- 
ty and district road bonds issued 
for state highway construction., 
Release of interest and penal- 
ties on delinquent taxes it paid 
before January 
31, 1933, 
.and 
amendments to laws governing in- 
vestment of funds of life insur- 
ance companies and operation of 
building and loan associations also 
were proposed. 
Submitting the subject of legis- 
lation to enable "home owners to 
immediately avail themselves of 
the benefits of the home loan 
bank law recently enacted by the 
congress of the United States, 
making provision for the financing 
and extensions of loans on resi- 
dent homesteads," the governor 
also paved the way for considera- 
tion of changes in the so-called 
Robertson insurance law. 
In proposing that the legisla- 
ture "amend the laws of Texas 
governing the investment of life 
insurance companies," it was indi- 
cated the governor had the Rob- 
ertson insurance law in mind. 
Repeal of or amendments to the 
Robertson insurance law, which 
stipulated the out of state Insur- 
ance companies shall invest in 
Texas securities or real estate sev- 
enty-five per cent of its legal re- 
serve, has been a 
controversial 
subject before several legislatures. 
Statewide Organization. 


Recently there was formed at 
San Antonio a state-wide organiza- 
tion whose purpose was given to 
work Before the legislature 
for 
changes In that law. Liberalization 
of the laws governing activities of 
out of state insurance companies 
was sought as opening the gates 
In Texas to "foreign capital," spon- 
sors of the organization contended. 
Governor Sterling dictated the 
proclamation in Dallas, where he 
had stopped while campaigning, for 
renomintion to the governorship. 
He forwarded the document to Pat 
Dougherty, his secretary, with in- 
structions to affix the state seal 
and file it with the secretary of 
state. 
, 
, 
, 
The governor announced prior t( 
the first democratic primary last 
July that he intended to convene 
the legislature. 
The runoff primary, in which he 


Is contesting for renomination with 
Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson, will be 
held August 27. The legislature 
will convene three days later. 
New Legislators Not Qualified. 
Legislators elected to the 42nd 


legislature in 1930 and who qu-lt- 
fied in January, 1931, will partici- 
pate in the special session. Many 
of those were defeated for renom- 
ination in the July democratic pri- 
mary and others now are engaged 
in runoff contests. 
The newly- 


elected legislators will not qualify 
until the 43rd legislature convenes 
next January. 
' 
It will be the third special ses- 
sion of Governor Sterling's term. 
The first was called In July of 
last year to enact oil and gas 
conservation measures and the sec- 
ond in August to consider cotton 
acreage reduction. The special ses- 
sion followed a regular session that 
lasted more than four months. 
Standing Issue. 
Assumption by the state of road 


bond indebtedness has been a con- 
troversial issue for years. Gover- 
nor Sterling last summer vetoed a 
bill that would have authorized di- 
version of one cent of the gasoline 
tax receipts to fund the obliga- 
tions. He claimed the law was un- 
constitutional and .that revision of 
the constitution would be neces- 
sary before gasoline tax receipts 
could be diverted. 
The governor 
previously 
had 


fought for submission of a consti- 
tutional amendment that would 
have authrlzed the state to issue 
bonds, $112,000,000 to retire indebt- 
edness of counties and road dis- 
tricts incurred in state high^rfcy 
construction, 
and $100,000,000 to 
accelerate new construction. The 
amendment failed of submission by 
one vote. 
Tht total of the bonded indebt- 
edness for state highways was es- 
timated at between $90,000,000 and 
$100,000,000. 
Taxpayers' Belief. 
Governor Sterling had advised 
county officials to delay levying 
taxes to pay this year's interest 
and sinking fund on their bonds 
so that these taxes would not be 
included in property assessments 
due January 31, 1933. 
. The proclamation stated it was 
"highly important • * • the tax- 
payers of Texas shall be relieved 
at the earliest possible moment of 
the onerous and unfair burden of 
taxation now resting upon them 
by which their homes, farms and 
ranches and' other property are 
taxed for road bond issues, hereto- 
fore voted by iounties and road 
districts for the purpose of uiding 
in construction of roads that are 
nw state highways, which burdens 
ought to be assumed and paid by 
those using the highways out of 
the state highway fund." 
Relinqulshment of penalties and 


Interest on delinquent taxes and 
qn ameloriating the hardships of 
distressed delinquent taxpayers." 
Under constitutional provision a 


special session of the legislature 
may extend thirty days, it being 
entirely within discretion of the 
legislators if they shall adjourn 
within that time.

ILLEGAL VOTING 


TEXAS GOVERNOR TAKES 
COGNIZANCE OF ALLEGED 
FRAUD STATE PRIMARY 


AUSTIN, Aug. 20.—(ff)— 


Governor R. S. Sterling to- 
day issued a proclamation 
posting rewards for the ar- 


per- 
the 
penal laws governing i pri- 
mary elections during the 
August 27 democratic primary. 


He offered a reward of $500 to 
any person "furnishing evidence 
to officers of this state, which evi- 
dence is subsequently responsible 
for the arrest and conviction of 
any 
election 
official 
including 
chairman; and members of execu- 
tive committees • * » who shall be 
guilty of wilfully or knowingly vio- 
lating any of the penal laws of 
this , state governing elections/' 


Governor Sterling posted a re- 
ward of $100 "to any person fur- 
nishing evidence to officers of this 
state which evidence is subse- 
quently responsible for the arrest 
and conviction of any person oth- 
er than election officials" violat- 
ing the election laws. The last 
named reward was meant to apply 
to persons who, knowing 'them- 
selves to be Ineligible to vote, cast 
illegal ballots. 


The governor said in his proc- 
lamation that "statements have 
been brought to my attention 
which indicate that many illegal 
votes were cast in Texas in the 
recent primary election." 
"Many citizens and organizations 
which believe in the purity of 
the ballot have urged that every 
effort be made by the officials of 
our state to prevent recurrence of 
election 
frauds 
in the coming 
primary election on August 27," the 
proclamation stated. 
"Grand juries, district attorneys, 
and others have been and are now 
investigating 
the alleged irregu- 
larities, and all right-thinking citi- 
zens of our state are deploring the 
apparent laxity in the conduct of 
the past primary election. Unless 
the purity of the ftallot is vouch- 
safed to our people, our great 
state will suffer irreparable Injury 
and our laws will be held for 
naught. Clean Elections. 
The governor said he was "de- 
termined that every power vested 
in the executive office shall be ex- 
erted to aid in secur.'xfr to our citi- 
zens fair and clean elections, and 
I hereby pledge such powers in 
the coming primary election and 
thereafter." 
"Every citizen should be alert 
in discovering and exposing any 
fraud in the election and It is 
their solemn duty as citizens and 
voters to aid the officers in up- 
holding the laws governing such 
matters."

FINANCIER DIES 


WAS BUILDER RAILROADS 


AND VAST SUGAR INDUS- 


TRY AT SUGARLAND 


HOUSTON, 
Aug. 
20.—(fl5)—W. 
T. Eldrldge, 70, builder of rail- 
roads and industries, including the 
great 
sugar refinery, irrigation 


system and group 
of 
farming 
projects at Sugar Land, died here 
early today. 


Mr. Eldrldge had been linger- 


ing for several days at Hermann 
Hospital. Friends observed that 
his health began to decline after 
the death of his son, W. T. Jr., 
about a year and a half ago. 
Beginning his career as a run- 


away boy at the age of 12, with 
no educational preparation, *rr. 
Eldrldge soon made a start in 
business at Eagle Lake. One of 
his first sources of Income was 
from horse hire. Next he estab- 
lished a store. In time he became 
interested In transportation proj- 
ects on a large scale. 
Early in life he saw the need 


of rail transportation in. Colorado, 
Wharton and Matagorda counties 
and was chiefly instrumental In 
the building of the Cane B?lt 
railroad from Sealy 
to 
Mata- 
gorda. This line, 177 miles long, 
was sold in 1903 to the Santa Pe. 
About the time he disposed of 


his railroad interests, Mr. Eldrldge 
disposed of his other business en- 
terprises and moved to San An- 
tonio. He bought the City National 
Bank of San Antonio. 


In 1907, 
together 
with 
the 
Kempner Interests of Galveston, 
Mr. Eldrldge secured control of 
the Cunningham Sugar Refinery 
and organized the Imperial Sugar 
Company at Sugar Land. 


Mr. EJdridge was responsible for 
the building at Sugar Land of 
one of the vast plantations of 
Texas with an extensive drain- 
age and irrigation system. 
The 


plantation contains 21,000 acres. 
He was Interested likewise in 
an extensive farming project In 
Colorado county on the Faber 
plantation. He was Interested in 
irrigation and truck farming in 
Dlmmlt county on Nueces river, 
commonly called the winter gar- 
den section of Texas. He had 
business Interests In Nueces and 
Brooks counties. 


Purchased Railroads. 
In 1909 he purchased the Sugar 
Land railroad, developed the prop- 
erty and in 1925 sold It to the 
Missouri Pacific railroad. He be- 
came a Joint owner, with the Kell 
interests of Wichita Fajls, of the 
San Antonio, Uvalde and 
Gulf 


railroad and built the Rio Grande 
City railway between San For- 
dyce and Rio Grando City. These 
properties he sold to the Mis- 
souri Pacific. 


Mr. Eldridge purchased and re- 
habilitated the Rio Grande City 
railroad, running from Browns- 
ville to Point Isabel, and later ac- 
quired the Uvalde and Gulf rail- 
road, extending from Uvalde to 
Camp Wood. He took ver the 
Sealy Mattress Factry and consol- 
idated It with the Sugar Land in- 
terprlses. 
After building up the 


mattress business to a point where 
it had branch factories In many 
states, he sold the mattress manu- 
facturing business. 


Mr. Eldrldge Is survived bv his 
widow, two daughter, Mrs. Walter 
F. Woodul of Houston and Mrs. 
R. J Bauerelsen of San Antonio, 
and one son, Randall Eldrldge of 
Sugar Land. 


The founder of the Sugar Land 
enterprises had not been in active 
charge for more than six months. 
He had relinquished the manage- 
ment to other executives but re- 
tained an active Interest in all 
that was occurring. 


About a month ago his health 
so perceptibly failed that he waS 
confined to his residence at Sugar 
Land. Later, on the advice of his 
physician, he was moved to the 
hospital here.

STOPPING TR« IN 


SIOUX CITY SECTOR 


LINES' TIGHTENED AND NO 
TRUCKS OF PRODUCE MOV- 


ING INTO THAT CITY 


SIOUX CITY, la., Aug. 22.~(/P> 
—Striking farmers in their "war" 
for higher agricultural prices have 
begun to detain railway traffic to 
keep farm produce out of Sioux 
City, meanwhile seeking an exten- 
sion of their battle lines to Omaha 
and Council Bluffs. 


•Two freight trains 
bound for 
Sioux City were stopped last night 
It was the first attempt of the 
strikers to prevent rail shipments 
of farm commodities, all ot their 
previous picketing 
having 
been 
concentrated on motor trucks. 
At Movlllc, la., 200 farmers stop- 


ped a freight consisting of eleven 
cars of livestock bound for Sioux 
City packing houses. None of the 
stock was removed and, after a 
short delay, the train was permit- 
ted to proceed. 


The other train was stopped at 
Jefferson, S. D., where 50 farmers 
put torpedoes on the tracks and 
waved red lanterns. The cars con- 
tained milk consigned to Slor- 
City. Baggagemen closed the doors 
of the cars and no attempt was 
made by the farmers to open 
them. The train was delayed for 
only five minutes. 


Flushed by their success in pre- 
venting truck shipments of pro- 
duce and milk into Sioux City, the 
strikers claimed new impetus for 
their movement was gained yes- 
terday when about 1,000 farmers 
and their families assembled at 
Dunlap, la., and agreed to broad- 
en their activities to take in both 
Omaha and Council Bluffs.
